No oancer haa been found 
in a group of children with 
enlarged thyroid glands living 
k the path of fallout from 


the Nevada nuclear test site, 
it was learned Wednesday. 

The children live in Wash¬ 
ington County, Utah, an area 
s*id to have received during 
atomic testa in the 1950s the 


highest amount at fallout of 
any part of the nation. 

Last Oct. 2T the U.S. Public 
Health Service reported that 
twice as many children living 
in the area in southern Utah 
have lumps on their thyroid 


glands ss do ehtldren living 
in a region that haa received 
no fabout from the Nevada 
teats. 

The lumps are not due to 
cancer, it waa reported, but 
the oauae la not yet known. 


The thyroid gland is the 
centre of concentration of 
iodine in the body. Radioactive 
iodine, one constituent of taB- 
oot, k known to concentrate 
in the thyroid.

SAIGON (UP!) - Hordes of 
Vkt Cong overran an American 
Special Forces camp near the 
Uottan border Thursday and 
inflicted heavy casualties on an 
outnumbered American Green 
Beret and Montagnard tribes¬ 
men's garrison that battled 
gallantly down to its last bullets 
in an Alamo-like defence. 

It was reported that aome of 
the Americana and their allies, 
the wiry mountain tribesmen 
who make their home deep in 

Communist-controlled country, 
had been evacuated as the Viet 
Cong swept through the flaming 
outpost. There were no Immedi¬ 
ate details. 

The Special Forces camp, at 
'A Shau, situated astride a 
major Infiltration route Into 
South Viet Nam from Laos, 
about 325 miles north-northwest 
of Saigon, had baeo under heavy 
attack all day Wednesday and 
reported ammunition and 
medical supplies desperately 
low.

PUPS TORPID 
“At this time of year the pups 
are torpid. Many of them have 
been deserted by the mothers 
and are living on their blubber. 
You can roll them over with 
your foot.” 

Dr. Simpson, 26, a petite 
blonde who leaped from ice floe

arrangement*. Education waa not even at the c entre 
of this dispute. The proposed hospital construction 
levy was the core of the matter. But for many, the 
antagonism generated in the latter connection must 
have spilled over to school costs too. The ratepayers 
also were being asked for a great deal dt one time: 
the hospital tax, and in 9aanich a capital budget, as 
well as the school borrowing. 

The regional hospital scheme having been re¬ 
jected, the minister of education having promised an 
adjustment g( the school cost-sharing formula which 
wtD be to the benefit of the property-owners, and 
the premier having allocated a considerably increased 
amount of provincial revenue to the municipalities in 
this year’s budget, an entirely different mood should 
prevail when the ratepayers go to the polls on Sat¬ 
urday to vote again on borrowing the supplemental^ 
fondta required to complete the school expansion 
program they approved two years ago.

The outcome of Mr. Heath’s daring tactic? will 
lie watched with interest far beyond Great Britain’s 
borders and might well provide a pattern for others 
who contend that reforms in the field of collective 
agreements are pressing^ _ —-

This Includes such chores 
as buying a spare part for a 
piere of farm machinery In Bo¬ 
gota. and delivering it on the 
next weekly flight; or taking 
out a newspaper subscription, or 
providing th# services of an 
agronomist or veterinarian.

Became I g a rde n for ftm more than 
tor profit or to impress tha neighbor*, I 
must confess that a lot of my garden¬ 
ing operations are a bit an the hap¬ 
hazard side — so haphazard. In fact, 
that my neighbor, Ernie, describes my 
garden maintenance aa d ownrigh t shift- 
leu. He could be right, for there are 
« lot of preventive spraying, dustings 
and pruning! toad never seem to get 
done, for I can a l w ay s think of some¬ 
thing more Interesting to do when these 
dull chores are due. 

By sad experience, though. X have 
learned that at least one of these 
recommended p r ev ent iv e measures is 
not Just a lot of book theory but 
absolutely es s en tial — in my garden 
anyhow—and coma hell or high water, 
my peonies are nursed like newborn 
babies whan their little rad noses earns 
poking through the sail sarfaoo every 
spring, otherwise toe flower buds dry 
up'and I get no bloom*. 


Follow this up by giving your 
peonies a square m eal, and tor this 
purpose X don't know of anything better 
than a mixture of equal parts bona 
meal and wood atiiea; if there are bks 
of charred wood and charcoal tas the 
ashes, so much toe better. Each plant 
will taka about four cigduk of toe 
mixtu re, scratching It into toe sod 
surface around the outside perimeter of 
the clump. A good substitute for these 
materials la Sturdy, a Blue Whale 
liquid fertilizer formulated without 
nitrogen. 

With the peony bed h oueaclea n ed 
■wi the plants fed a high-potash diet 
to increase rtlrriMrr resistance, the final 
move la to spray the emerging shoots 
and tha surrounding sail with a mOd 
household disinfectant to kill off any 
rilsoass spores which may have escaped 
our attention While a peeper garden 
fungicide such aa captan is the normal 
medication against most plant diseases, 
X have ftamd that a simple boueeheid 
disinfectant from the hwlhroom ritett 
does a satisfactory Job, Use Creolin, 
Creoclde, Jeyes Fluid, Lysol, Dettol or 
tha Hka, aoa tablespoon psr gallon of 
water. 


The protective mawaurse against 
botrytis should really start In the fall 
by Sitting away every scrap of old 
ta pgro wtt i and burning it, leaving no 
stubs sticking up to harbor the over¬ 
wintering disease spens. 

In the spring, first thing to do, 
before the first shoots emerge, is to 
bauaeclean the sod surface, malting 
sure the ground anamd your peonies 
is as dean aa your kitchen floor. Make 
sue none of last year's dead topgrowt h 
remains, and rake up all fallen leaves 
and twigs, consigning all this Utter to 
the incinerator.

Enlarged Glands Cancer-Free

No cancer has been found 
in a group of children with 
enlarged thyroid glands living 
h the path of fallout from 


the Nevada nuclear teat site, 
it was learned Wednesday. 

The children live in Wash¬ 
ington County, Utah, an area 
said to have received during 
atomic testa k> the 1950s the 


highest amount of fallout of 
any part of the nation. 

Last Oct. 27 the U.S. Public 
Health Service reported that 
twice as msny children living 
in the area in southern Utah 
have lumps on their thyroid 


glands as do children living 
in s region that has received 
no fallout from the Nevada 
tests. 

The lumps are not due to 
' cancer, it was reported, but 
the oause is not yet known. 


The thyroid gland is the 
centre of concentration of 
iodine in the body. Radioactive 
iodine, one constituent of faD- 
out. is known to concentrate 
m the thyroid.

There was no need 
for it. It was just bloody, 
stupid, sadistic, cruelty. 

PUPS TORPID 
“At this time of year the pups 
are torpid. Many of them have 
been deserted by the mothers 
and are living on their blubber. 
You can roll them over with 
yoor foot.” 

Dr. Bimpaon, 26, a petite 
blonde who leaiied from ice floe 
to ice floe to follow the hunt, 
said 95 per cent of the pup 
skulls she examined where the 
hunters, known as swilers; were 
being observed had been 
crushed and the brain damage 
wfcs irreparable. 

DIFFERENT STORY 
"But when we went a half- 
mile away where they weren't 
being observed, I found 50 pek 
cent of the skulls were not 
crushed. 

"I definitely saw a baby seal 
being skinned alive. It lifted its 
head and looked at us. I don't 
think the hunters know it. I 
talked to them ' and most of 
them are very gentle men. They 
admit freely that they find it 
repulsive.”
